CHINESE JUSTICE, 

Merchant of the city Mankin had, with equal induf- 
. try and integrity, acquired a confhderable fortune, 
which awakened the rapacious [pirit of the viceroy of that 
province: on the pretence, theielore, e@f its being toora- 
pidly accumulated, he gave fome intimations ot Ins defign 
to make a ferzure of ii.
